This ex¬ 
emption goes back to January 1, 
1943. 

"Under these provisions,” West- 
over pointed out, “non-commis¬ 
sioned servicemen need not ac¬ 
count for any active service pav 
and must file returns onlv if their 
civilian income exceeded their per-, 
sonsl exemptions. 

“Anv enlisted man who paid ] 
taxes for the years 1941 and 1942 1 
on active service pay received in 
those vears should file a claim 
for refund not later than Decem¬ 
ber 31 of this year. 

“Taxes collected on service pay 
of an enlisted man during those 
vears will be refunded upon ap¬ 
plication even though he later 
became a commissioned officer. 

"Commissioned officers, includ¬ 
ing commissioned warrant offi¬ 
cers, must file returns if the ex¬ 
cess of their active service pay 
over $1500, plus their civilian in¬ 
come. exceeded their personal ex¬ 
emptions. 

“Personal exemptions for 1941 
were $750 if single and $1500 if 
married; for 1942 and 1943 $500 
if single and $1200 if married; 
for 1944 and 1945 $500 if single 
and $1000 if married. Anyone 
who had to file a 1942 return is 
automatically required to file for 
1943 regardless of the amount of 
income in the latter year. This 
rule is peculiar to these two years 
and does not affect the other

BIARRITZ, France.—S/Sgt. 
Howard G. Melees, 509 W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd, Sierra Madre, is a 
student at the Biarritz American 
University, the G.I. college at the 
famous seaside town in southwest¬ 
ern France, participating in the 
education program in the Euro¬ 
pean theatre. 

He is representing the 66th 
Regiment, 71st Division, at the 
Army’s University Center, where 
he will remain eight weeks, at¬ 
tending three classes a dav, and 
generally preparing himself for 
return to civilian life. Many of 
the students are continuing Inter¬ 
rupted university work, while 
others are beginning their higher 
education for the first time. At 
Biarritz, with a staff of more than 
150 university professors on leave 
from American schools, they can 
well undertake such work. The 
only prerequisite to attend the 
University is a high school diplo¬ 
ma. 

The Biazarrltz center is the only 
school in Europe, those at Flor¬ 
ence, Italy, and Shrivenham, Eng¬ 
land, having been closed. Tt. is 
part of the program headed by 
Brigadier General Paul W. Thomp¬ 
son, and Is under the command 
of Brigadier General Samuel L. 
McCroskey. Dr. James G. Um- 
stattd. dean of the university, on 
leave from the University of Chi¬ 
cago, said that "In their post-war 
program, the Army has for the 
first time In the history of any 
Federal agency, set up academic 
Instruction on the university level" 
without regard for the direct 
value of such studies to military 
objectives.

The more than 500 manufactur¬ 
ers are using 17,000.000 bushels of 
spuds to m:ike their chips—and 
they could make and sell twice 
over their current 250.000,000- 
pound output If they could get 
enough shortening. 

Far Cry from Kitchens 

Most of the chip makers, now 
running big automatic machines 
that produce up to 500 pounds 
each hour, are old home-kettle 
operators who recall when they 
struggled to get only 25 pounds 
an hour. 

Their story of Industry’s Inge¬ 
nuity which makes jobs for work¬ 
ers. profits for farmers and low- 
cost products for people, is typi¬ 
cally American. 

It was a memorable day in 1863 
when the first chip came out of 
the fat, in a swank Saratoga 
Springs, N.Y., resort. A fussy 
diner wanted his French fries 
thinner a desperate chef sliced 
them paper-thin.
